Ashish Sinha 
lodged a false FIR against Prashant Pandey for looting 
267000 from his Mahnagar office. Both Prashant and 
Ashsish were present at the police station, where after a 
few rounds of questioning, Sinha accepted on paper that 
he had threatened Prashant and had falsely lodged an FIR 
against him for looting money. The police, guided by the 
dynamic SSP city were instrumental in finding out the 
truth and taking the culprit, Ashish Sinha to task. 



While this was the reaUty, as reported by different 
newspapers and media houses, the version given by 
Ashsih Sinha was quite contrary. According to him, he 
circulated rumors that it was in fact Prashant and not 
him, who apologised at the police station and moreover 
Prashant was manhandled by the police for looting 
money.

LUCKNOW: Prashant Pandey, 
a second year law student at 
Dr Ram Manohar Lohia Law 
University, on Monday lodged 
an FIR against the director of a 
coaching institute, for allegedly 
harassing and threatening him 
when he tried to quit his part 
time job at the institute. 

He told police that coach- 
ing institute director Ashish 
Sinha got him picked up from 
his house by a police team after 
falsely accusing him of robbing 
his house in Mahanagar. 

He said he was only rescued 
after some former students of 
the university who were now 
practicing lawyers came to 
his help. 

They also got an FIR regis- 
tered against Sinha for harass- 
ing and threatening Pandey

However, Sinha allegedly 
threatened him of dire conse- 
quences if he left the institute. 

Inspector of Mahanagar 
police station SN Tiwari said 
Sinha started issuing him 
threats over the telephone and 
even tried to implicate Pandey 
in a false loot case. 

He said the police initially 
picked the student from his 
house but later released him 
after getting to know he was 
innocent. 

The student later lodged an 
FIR against Sinha, his wife 
Aparajita Sinha, and his two 
aides Sachln and Himanshu at 
Vibhuti Khand police station 
on Saturday.
